CANDIDATE FOR PRESIDENT, 

In less than a month from the issue of this 
‘paper, the party which is formed and form 
ing for a contest with the Slave Power of this 
Muntry will assemble by its delegates to select 
t candidate for the Presidency. If it ; s impor _ 
tant to each of the other parties to select a 
standard bearer, suited to itself and the time, it 
,s none the less so for us. Let us consider for 
a minute the organization and the hour. 

A third party must he set down as an exper¬ 
iment in American politics; and whatever of 
success has hitherto crowned the attempt at an 
Anti-Slavery organization, as an experiment 
still in the process of trial. Foliticans stand 
ready to seize upon our every false step and 
every slight rebuff as a token of the hopeless 
impracticability of attempting to rally men 
around any truer, sounder political principles, 
than those which almost accidentally constitute 
the platform of the other two parties There are 
also thousands of honest men : men who would 
do s&iineth'me against slavery, who arc anxidus- 
ly and with doubtful eyes watching the process 
o’f this experiment. They ask of unfolding 
events, will these earnest men who have so 
boldly pushed off from both the old and power¬ 
ful parties ip,lo the path of principle, make 
their ground good ? Will they adhere through 
the prevalent indifference, and cling through 
innumerable difficulties to their original, high 


purpose ? Will they avoid entangling alliances, 
and resist seductive offers ; most seductive when 
some immediate advantage to their principles 
is held out to'induce them to swerve some¬ 
what front the true line of march. Will they 
pass wisely by all these delusive temptations, 
and maintaining towards both the other parties 
a position of independent, impartial, unflinch¬ 
ing opposition, form a permanent political or¬ 
ganization, which, subservient to neither of the 
old parties : appending itself to neither: suffer¬ 
ing itself to be swallowed up in neither, will 
go straight forward, and hew out for itself its 
course and work, and strike for our country 
that blow which will make it free and enduring 
for ages ? 

The National Convention which meets at 
Pittsburg on the eleventh of next month, ought 
to answer all of these questions in the affirma¬ 
tive. The very name of its candidate, if possi¬ 
ble, ought to be a hearty « Yea and Amen” to 
them all. Let the Convention recognize the 
rottenness of the two Baltimore Platforms, not 
as accidents dependent upon the time and cir¬ 
cumstances of those assemblies; but as arising 
necessarily from an icy mass of indifference, if 
not of hatred to liberty: from a huge dead body 
of Hunkerism : a corpus delicti, which both of 
those ever hold in their embrace. These Plat¬ 
forms, mutahs mutandis, are as good as any that 
those parties have ever adopted. They are as 
good according to the varying political and 
moral thermometer,—as good for 1852 as were 
those of four years before for 1848. Neither of 
those parties ever intended to examine or probe 
the deadly sore of our country: the heavy and 
increasing burdens of our national guilt they 
have never thought of touching with the tip- 
ends of their fingers. Let us say so by our 
action, | Let us certify to the oontrary of this 
for neither of them—for neither of them. Let 
us to honest, yet hesitating lovers of liberty all 
over the land point with the finger of hope to 
neither of these old organizations, and say. they 
are the true friends of freedom: there goes the 
country's hope, ,just now it is true (and ever 
has been for that matter) under a cloud: (and. 
that cloud the Cloud of their own increase offered 
at slavery’s shrine) but soon to come out and 
walk in white robes with the lovers of humanity. 
Let us give currency to no such falsehood.— 
Let it have no countenance nor circulation from 
word or act of ours. We ought to recognise 
the essential falsehood of both those parties; 
and like a French Assembly, first of all vote 
ourselves en permanence. We oughtto take the 
place of an independent “ power" in the poli¬ 
tics of America— a power which must he re¬ 
spected and obeyed in the government of this 
country. This place is ours by right and still 
more by solemn duty which we may not disre¬ 
gard ; let us go up and fill it. This is our in¬ 
heritance ; let us enter in and take possession. 
The candidate of our party ought in his history 
and his present position, to set forth before all 
men these princples and this purpose. Precise¬ 
ly such a man it is not easy to find. For the 
good of our organization, we wish that one of 
almost the opposite character was not neqr at 
hand. If we may not obtain the very candidate 
we want, let us at least avoid the very man we 
ought to shun, and choose one whose nomina¬ 
tion will not contradict this declaration and 
hinder its fulfillment. 

In the first place, he should be a man per¬ 
manently and fully severed from any and all 
other political organizations than that which 
makes opposition to slavery the first article of 
its creed. It is not enough that he be tempo¬ 
rarily at variance with the present Baltimore 
Platform : that he is willing at present to labor 
for his party’s defeat, though as soon as he can 
find a reasonable excuse (and we well know 
what feelings in such a naan will render any ex¬ 
cuse reasonable) he means to go back to his 
old camp; and leave us disgraced by our con¬ 
nection with him, to recover our lost character 
and fight out the great battle as we can. “In 
the war of the Revolution, Washington’s con¬ 
stant complaint was, that the soldiers were en¬ 
listed for too short a period ; before they be¬ 
came disciplined they left the army to be re¬ 
plenished by raw recruits. This policy he de¬ 
clared, postponed the succssful end of the strug¬ 
gle. Ours is a longer war than that; and what 
can be said in favor of the plan of enlisting—, 
not the common soldiers ; but a commander in 
chief—for three months? These candidates 
for this once-these exponents of freedom pro 
hoc vice will not answer for men who are in 
earnest. In the lifetime of a party one Van 
Burcn is enough to support. Let us heed 
the admonitions of experience. Give us a man 
who has enlisted for the war, and who has 
never since deserted even for a single election 
to vote in the ranks of our adversaries. 


Such a man is he whose name stands at the 
head of ihe Inquirer's columns, John P. Hale, 
of New Hampshire. Almost the very first of 
all the Anti-Slavery Senators, he entered that 
chamber and found himself alone. He has 
stood his ground weU in the conflicts of the 
Senate; and though lacking many of the es¬ 
sential qualities of a great leader o( so great a 

cause he has stUl most thoroughly fixed him¬ 
self in the hearts of the people as its champion 
All over the land his devotion is recognized and 
admired. What he wants of large forecaste 
and statesman-like plan, has been more t an 
made up in devotion, true, ardent devotion ; 
and at this time especially, chivalric devotion 
is a quality beyond price. Ohio’s Senator un¬ 


doubtedly has a larger and more logical mind 
thah the son of New Hampshire; hut hold 
on the people’s heart as the champioh of liber¬ 
ty the latter has all to himself. Nobody sus¬ 
pects John T. Hale of an intention to retire 
from the perils of his party. Nobody asks 
where Jack Hale will go His faithfulness is 
above suspicion, and if we nominate him, we 
need enter into no apologies for any past, even 
temporary derelictions from us or duty. His 
lecord needs no eiplinalion, and we may show 
it without asterisk or foot note, to all men. 

With Mm for a candidate, we shall not seem 
to be laboring to recall one of the old parties, 
and especially that one whose life has been a 
constant, unceasing service of slavery, to its 
fundamental ideas. We shall be striving after 
no such chimera. There must be something 
wrong in the creed of a party, which constant 
lv and by regular routine, arts wrong. If the 
fundamental ideas of one party in this country 
are right, then both are, for to the unprejddiced, 
unblemished eye, there is in their avowed, es¬ 
sential principles no difference that does human 
liberty any good. Mr. Hale’s letter of acceptance 
should he be nominated, will tacitly, at least, 
acknowledge the real character of the individ¬ 
uals composing our organization. He knows, 
and he will not attempt to deny that in the par¬ 
ty which is to assemble at Pittsburg, there are 
many men who were once whigs — who have 
nsver felt called upon to renounce the distinc¬ 
tive doctrines cf the whig party, who are not 
in any way related to the nomination of Frank¬ 
lin Pierce: and whose present duties do not 
spring from the action of the Convention that 
brought him forward. With such men he is 
ready to act without asking them to repent of 
their Whiggery, or to confess that at the bottom 
of their hearts and at the bottom of the heart 
of the Democratic party, they twain are one 
flesh. His letter will not spring from political 
self-deception; nor embody a historical false- 

With him for our standard bearer, we can 
move on recta via, impartially criticising both 
the other parties in their minor differences ; and 
cautiously and as time shall instruct us, build¬ 
ing up from our own right base, a comprehensive 
policy which in all respects will suit, wliat we 
are striving to make our*country — the model 
republic of the world.' By this impartiality, 
and only by this, shall we keep the confidence 
of conscientious opponents of slavery in both 
the old organizations; and go on increasing by 
the accretion around us of individuals: from 
both; individuals whose thoughtfulness and 
firmness will make them real and permanent 
additions to our 

“Slow but Orm battlion.” 

There may be advantages gained by the de¬ 
feat of a particular candidate at a particular 
time ; but so far as we bend from our right line 
to promote these temporary ends, so far do we 
postpone and peril the glorious and peaceful end 
of our struggle. T. H. T.

Business at San Francisco had beefl moderate 
since the sailing of the last steamer. 

The internal trade was in a prosperous condi¬ 
tion, and likely to continue so. The supply of 
stock generally was limited There was a steady 
demand for lumber, and mills were being erect¬ 
ed at every eligible spot, both in California and 

The city govemment'of San Francisco has 
become very unpopular, and it is proposed to 
call a monster meeting of citizens to demand of 
the incumbents a resignation. 

The news from the mines continues to be 
satisfactory. 

A bloody rencontre took place in the Court of 
Sessions, between Judge Wilson and John H. 
MeKune, a member of the bar, with his friend 
Henry Caulfield. In the melee Me Kune was 
stabbed with a sword cane by the Judge, when 
Caulfield drew a revolver and fired at the Judge, 
but missed him, the ball hitting and wounding 
Mr. McDonald.

Queen I’oinare hearing 
of the defeat, went in person to rally her troops, 
but they were again repulsed, and she fled for 
refuge on board a French frigate which arrived 
at La Hanca, on the loth May. 



Cheese Factory. — George Hezlep’s great 
cheese factory, in Onio, converts the milk of 
about 2,200 cows, belonging to farmers in the 
neighborhood, into the best cheese, by labor- 
saving machinery. T'.e curd is made, sacked 
and marked by the farmer, and sent to the fac¬ 
tory by a wagon which daily goes the rounds. 
Eight teams are thus employed. The curd is 
then weighed, sliced rapidly in a machine, then 
passed through the double curd-cooking appa- 
ratus.ihen through a machine,which cuts it fine 
to powder and salts it while passing through. 
It is then pressed, sacked, and again pressed. 
A machine sacks 240 cheeses per hour. The 
factory makes 300 cheeses daily, and weighing 
about 5,000 pounds. Nearly 100 tons are turn¬ 
ed out yearly. 

What it Costs. — The Deficiency Bill, 
now before the United States Senate, con¬ 
tains npprnpriatiolis to the amount of $5,- 
600,000. Among the items is this:— "For 
expenses of C -w Is, &;c., in sending colored nun 
into slavery, ninety thousand dollars !”

The New Postage Bill.— This import¬ 
ant act, affecting newspapers and pamphlets, 
has finally passed the House of Represen¬ 
tatives. It is to take effect on the 1st of 
October next, and provides that printed mat¬ 
ter shall be charged at the rate ofoue cent for 
two ounces for any distance under three 
thousand miles,' and one cent for every ad¬ 
ditional ounce or partof an ounce. Foruny 
distance over three thousand miles, double 
these rates. Postage to be paid in advance. 
But actual subscribers, receiving their papers 
regularly from the office of publication, will 
be charged ouly half these rates. They may 
pay quarterly in advance at the office where 
t bey received their papers. Bills and re¬ 
ceipts may be enclosed by publishers without 
additional Charge. Weekly papers are en¬ 
tirely free of postage within the county 
where they are published. — Commonwealth.

Syria to M. Rothschild, for 5,000,000 francs, 
say one hundred millions of dollars, and that 
this prince of millionaires proposes to invite the 
Jews to return to the land of their lathers, re¬ 
build the temple, See.

XXXII. CONGRESS. 


Mr. Norris gave notice of a joint resolution 
to amend the joint rules of the two Houses, so 
as to require that all the appropriation bills shall 
be sent to the Senate at least ten days before 
the time, fixed for adjournment. 

On motion of Mr. Douglas, the Senate pro¬ 
ceeded to the consideration of the bill author¬ 
izing the President to raise, arm and equip 
three rtfgiments of-volunteers to serve for three 
years, in guarding and protecting the emigrant 
route and telegraph lines, and conveying the 
mails between Missouri River and the settle¬ 
ments in California and Oregon. 

Mr. Douglass moved to fill the blank with 
ane hundred thousand dollars. 

Mr. Hale qgid the Senate might as well fill 
the blank with the real cost at once. From 1840 
to 1844, the Jcost of the army in the Atlantic 
States in time of peace and before the acquisi¬ 
tion of Texas and the new Territories was the 
rate of one thousand dollars a year for each 
man. That cost had not been reduced since 
then. These regiments would amount to three 
thousand men, which, at one thousand each, 
would amount to three millions of dollars a 
year for their support. It was just as well to 
put that sum in at once as to leave it for future 
bills. 


The House passed some valuable amendments 
to the Post Office Law. 

The appropriation for the Collin’s line of 
Steamers to England was passed 89 to 67.

P Mr. Hale opposed the passage of it, thinking 
it an unwise precedent. He thought the mili¬ 
tary spirit of the country needed no encourage¬ 
ment—it was rife enough ; it had a’ready elect- 
id one President, and was trying to elect anoth¬ 
er. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Clemens said that he was at aloss yester¬ 
day to understand the Senator’s objection to 
the biB, but the reason was now apparant.

There were 
twenty thousand old cavelry sabres that'could 
not be put to better use than to give them to 
the’youth, except, perhaps, to encourage that 
military spirit which was destined to defeat the 
political prospects of the Senator. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Hale said that he would not reply to the 
Senator's remarks, going into matters which 
presented him an opportunity of discussing.

Mr. Hale said’ he would defer observations 
which he might*niake to some other opportuni¬ 
ty, the Senate being very thin at present But 
me thing he wbuld say was, that after the elec¬

Influence of Christianity upon 
Poetry. 

Poetry is the divinest of till arts. In its legit¬ 
imate and highest influence, it lias the same 
tendency and aim. with Chistianiiy. Its true 
office is to elevate the soul above the, gross- 
ness of matei inl tilings, to breaibc into jkfof- 

IV ton,I,.,-emotions, and to reveal iri'&weet 


Christianity has/wroughta marked change 
and effected a great improvement in poetry. 
Shelias destroyed maiiv of the bloody thiiinds 
of poetry, which rendered if attractive to a 
corrupt and barbarous age. She has dissipa¬ 
ted most of the vile superstitious and gross 
absurdities of antiquity, -which the bards of 
old, wove into their verse. She has demolish¬ 
ed ancient heathen mythology, the-senseless 
and cumbrous machinery of ail the poetry of 
antiquity. 

Blit Christianity has divesfodpoetry oftlie 
gaudy drapery of heathen myiiiology aiicl the 
tinsel of superstitious associations, orfly to f| 
substitute for them her own white and pure 5 
robes. She lias not destroyed any thing es 
sential to the power and beauty of poetical 
composition. She has not banished tlie gen¬ 
ius of song from the earth, nor diminished i 
its magic power over the soul. She has not 
'Unstrung any of the heart's mysterious chords ! 
which vibrate in unison With the sprightly 
numbers and.mellow notes of the hard. 

The influent of Christianity, rather, has 
been,'in a variety of respects, most happy; 
She has favored'this divine art by casting 
light upon all subjects, and by-presenting to 
the eye of the poet in bolder relief all that is 
grand and lovely ill the worlds of matter and 
mind. The spirit of Christianity is a spirit 
of light, revealing to tlie poet new truth and 
beamy in external Oiitlire and in the soul, 
and enlargingitftea-field of poetic invention 
and imagery. 

It is a common impression that poesy flour¬ 
ishes most in the rudest stages of society, 
aud among the mists and errors of a super¬ 
stitious age.. But it is not true that the muse 
slums tlie light ; nor is it ill the twilight of 
knowledge and among the superstitious of 
barbarism that we discover the most splendid 
examples of poetic invention and diction.— 
Poetry has prospered most among cultivated 
people, and under the elevating influences of 
Christianity. Homer, Daiite. and a few otln r 
poets, indeed, lived and sung amid compara¬ 
tive darkness, but it was iu spite of ihe dark¬ 
ness, not in consequence of it. The igno¬ 
rance of their times tended only to drag 
tfietn down to earth, and not. to aid them in 
their struggles to soar into the regions of 
light artd’purity. 

Knowledge and Christianity exalt genuine 
poetry. Those poetical compositions which 
cannot bear the light of knowledge and the 
pure influences of Christianity are of the 
earth earthy, and uot 'heaven-barn, eoul-stir- 
rihg poetry. Christianity lias elevated poetry - 
by presenting new aud sublime themes for 
thought mid imagination, by opening rich arid 
pure fountains whence the poet may rifaw 
inspiration. She, has revealed, new truths 
sublime and beautiful, beyond where the eye 
of sense can penetrate,or the lamp of reason 
shine ; truths which Milton, Young, Cowper 
and Montgomery “have wedded to immortal 
verse, ’ and celebrated in the sweetest notes 
and noblest song. She has also given to the 
world, as the exponent of her doctrines and 
duties, a volumeunequalted in the richness 
and beauty of its poetic imagery. 

The ancient heathen mythology was too 
gross, too sensual, to awaken noble feelings, 
of elevate the soul of the poet. It tended: 
only to degrade and darken his spirit. But 
the legitimate tendency of the truths of rev- 
‘ elatum is to chasten the imagination arid im¬ 
prove the character of the poet, to exalt his 
views of mau’s life, happiness, and destiny; 
and to awaken within him strong sympathies 
for the true and the beautiful in lile. They 
impart to the poet a nobler inspiration than 
he has ever derived from the gross supersti¬ 
tions and mythology of the’ ancients. That 
glowing and* godlike inspiration under which: 
Milton wrote Paradise Lost, he received not 
upon Parnassus nor at Helicon. He caught 
it upon Mount Zion, and drew it from Siloa’s 

The poet is no less a poet because lie tnay 
be a Christian. But ns lie gazes by night up¬ 
on the spangled vault above, or contemplates 
the loveliness and immensity of creation, he 
will be inspired with deeper emotions of the 
beautiful and the grand, as he recognizes, in 
all, the love and wisdom of the Highest. He 
will celebrate, in richer numbers aud sweeter 
notes, the interchange of the seasons, the 
splendor of day, the solemn grandeur of 
night, and all the beauty and magnificence of 
nature, as he remembers that the Eternal 
Spirit, who is the Author of all this magnifi¬ 
cence and beauty, is his Father and his God.
